I have issued an order to the Safety 
Director in regard to the matter," he 
said when interviewed last, night. 


The changes will be made as a re- 


sult of the Klein jewelry store rob- 
bery which has been investigated by 
a Pinker I on detective.

Sleuth Invettigates. 


After learning that the robbery was 


committed shortly after two o'clock 
last Saturday morning and was not dis 
covered until Officer Harrison Court- 
wright came on

tive made other investigations along 
this line. He is said to have made a 
statement to the effect that if the 
truth were known Coshocton would be 
a popular place with crooks.

In addition to criticising the pro-

Ing until 4:00 o'clock in the morning, 
lie scored the system which leaves the 
city without police protection from 
4:00 o'clock in the morning until one 
hour later when one patrolman goes 
on duty.
